in silver. 
Six guards, details of the 


Eighth infantry, accompanied them to 
preserve order among the crowd that it 
was supposed would gather. Colonel 
George Randall of the Eighth infantry 
was present as commissary of the Unit- 
ed States. General Euis Rivera, who 
today was inducted into office as civil 
governor of Havana, was there to re- 
ceive arms witli a representative of 
General Gomez. There were four Cuban 
officers and 15 reporters went. 


Gold, But No Takers. 


A bag of godd was displayed, but there 


were no applicants. The spectators 
spent the time disussing why no Cu- 
bans appeared. 
General Rivera ex- 


plained that the majority of them lived 
outside of the city, and probably would 
go to the other places: to receive the 
money. The officers, however, live in 
Havana, 


Gomez Rlen Gloomy. 


The representatives of General Gomez 


took a gloomy view of the matter and 
said the Americans made a mistake in 
stipulating that the Cubans give up 
their arms, as it caused a bad impres- 
sion on the Cubans. 


Bodrlquez's I»Ien Jeer. 


A group of Cuban officers, General 


Rodriquez' staff, jeered in a quiet way 
at the whole proceedings. 


A Lone Colored Man. 


Toward 11 o'clock an unarmed colored 


man appeared, followed by the entire 
spectators. He turned out to be a camp 
follower. His name was not on the rolls 
and he was dismissed. 


A Jail Bird Comes. 


Finally word was received that a Cu- 


ban-American, serving tim« in the pen- 
itentiary, would be sent under a guard 
to get his money. So, ,at least one man 
is sure to get the gratituity. Four hun- 
dred had been expected. Possibly many 
will come later, but so far the scheme 
of payment as far as Havana is con- 
cerned, looks a failure. Quite different 
results are expected in the country dis- 
tricts, where the urban military assem- 
bly and anti-Gomez influence are not so 
strong.

Veterans of Independence, which was 
largely attended, it was resolved to ap- 
prove the decision of the army in the 
orient, or eastern provinces, and to 
recommend th« army in the Occident, or 
western provinces, to take tha same 
course. A revolution declaring against 
either giving up arms or accepting 
money from de United Spates was car- 
ried unanimously.

brigade—400 infantry and 500 


cavalry—is under orders to muster out 
on May 31.

Keiult of the Survey of Blackinton, 


and Question of Annexation. 


Th« adjourned meeting of the Wil- 


liarnstown Fire District will be held 
Thursday, June I at 7.30 p. in., to de- 
cide the question of taking Blackln- 
tbn into the district. A survey has 
been made of the proposed lire district 
by Alexander Walker, engineer, and 
may be seen at the office of Waterman 
& Moore. The proposed fire* district 
commences at a point on the Stratton 
road so-called, south of the residence 
of F. C. Markham, running in an east- 
erly direction 407 rods to the town line 
between Williamstown and North Ad- 
ams, 
thence northerly 011 town line 


I49],j rods to the northerly side of 
1'lackinton village, then westerly 134 
rods to an angle, thence southerly 27 
rods 15 links to the back road so-called 
thence along the back road to the line 
of the present fire district. 


This takes in all the houses on the 


state road to the line between Wil- 
liamstown and North Adams and the 
residence part of Blackinton. At the 
annual meeting which was held last 
April the question of annexing Black- 
inton to the fire district was discussed 
and a delegation from Blackinton was 
present to put forth their claim. It 
appeared to be the wish of the major- 
ity of the Blackinton people to be an- 
nexed and as the meeting was very 
Hghtly attended by the Williamstown 
fire district voters a motion was made 
to adjourn the meeting to the- date 
above mentioned, which was carried. 
Should the proposed fire district be 
annexed it will be necessary to provide 
street lights for Blackinton also hy- 
drants for fire protection. The east 
part of the village is already lighted 
with electric lights and is provided 
•with, hydrants, and the people living in

PSOVIflOES EAGER FOB PEACE. 


Bays Acntnaldo'i Capture In Necei- 


•ary to Secure It—Admiral"* Health 
Suffered From tbe Lone Strain. 
Will Beit at Hongkong- and Then 
LeUnrely I'roceed Home. 


Admiral George Dewey in a recent 


interiew at Hongkong said: 


"The courtesy of my visitors I warm- 


ly appreciate, but I am too much worn 
otit and sick to receive them. I am not 
sorry to leave Manila at this time. I 
could not stand the care and responsi- 


• bility much longer. It is vastly easier 
sometimes to be under orders than to 
issue them. 


"It 
5s the responsibility that kills. 


During the year that has elapsed sineo 
we came to Manila I have not had ono 
sick day until now. A year is Jong 
enough in this climate for an old man, 
and I ain glad to bo permitted a rest. On 
this account I e-r.pect to remain in 
Hongkong two weeks. That ought to 
recuperate me. 
My intention is to 


spend the time at Victoria peak, where 
I hope to be absolntey free from worry. 
Nobody is more sensible of the kindness 
of the people who have extended me in- 
vitations, but I do not wish for enter- 
tainment. My health will not stand it 
at present. Two weeks of perfect quiet 
at the peak ought to make a new man 
of me. 


"I have the greatest enthusiasm in 


the future of the Philippines. I hope to 
see America's possessions the key to 
oriental commerce and civilization. 
Thebrains of our great country will de- 
velop the untold agricultural and min- 
eral richness of the islands. We must 
never sell them. Such an action would 
bring on another great war. We will 
never part with ttre Philippines, I am 
sure, and in future years the idea that 
anybody should have seriously suggest- 
ed it will be one of the curiosities of 
history. 


"The insurrection is broken. There 


will be no more hard battles, »-£ me 
new era for the islands that was tem- 
porarily delayed by the rising will soon 
begin. Aguinaldoand his generals must 
be captured and then the very-sem- 
blance of an insurrection will cease. 
Aguinaldo's name is the real power 
among the natives. Wherever \ve go it 
is always Aguinaldo. The officers of the 
Tagalos, civil and military, tell us they 
have no power to treat for peace until 
they bear from Aguinaldo. Foreigners 
and natives testifying before the peace 
commission all testify to the eame state 
of facts. 


"Many of the island provinces that 


were once warlike are anxious for peace 
and will accept the American terms as 
soon as the Tagalos of Luzon are whip- 
ed into line, but they dare not treat 
with us as long as Aguinaldo'has the 
power to confiscate property or punish 
those who offend him. 


"The end is not far off, if we push 


right after them. We must concentrate 
our troops and vigorously prosecute the 
campaign in Luzon. That is our whole 
task. The southern islands will quickly 
fall in line. This, I hope, will not be 
long in happening. 


"The Olympia will go home leisurely. 


I want all of my officers and men to gel 
the greatest benefit of all the stops we 
make. We Trill pick our places with 
this in mind. They have earned a rest 
by a year of steady duty without re- 
spite.

"While I am glad to be going home, 


I cannot say j?bodby to Manila without 
regrets. There have been many pleasant 
occurrences among the mouth's of har- 
assing responsibility, and we will not 
forget them."—Cor.

Cincinnati Physician Making Prac- 


tical Testa In Factories. 


Dr. Francis M. Dowling, the United 


States court physician, is making a test 
of the eyes of employees in cigar fac- 
tories in Cincinnati which will furnish 
facts for a discussion cf the subject be- 
fore the National American Medical as- 
sociation. The test is to discover the 
efiect upon tbe eyes of persons addicted 
to excessive smoking; also to see what 
effect fumes cf tobacco in factories have 
on the sight. Dr. Dowling mada a test 
sis years ago, which furnished the ma- 
terial for a book now used in medical 
literature in Paris. 


Dr. Dowling has spent several clays 


recently in making tests-in local fac- 
tories, and the other day called on Col- 
lector of Internal Kevenue Bellman 
to ascertain the names of all Cincinnati 
factories. He will call on Postmaster 
Monfort and ask permission to examine 
the eyes of a number of letter carriers 
to see the c'fect of smoking. He will 
also examine the eyes of girls in cigar 
factories to discover wbat, if any, efiect 
tho fumes have on tha eight.—Es- 
change.

Henry L. Doherty of Milwaukee, 


president of the Northwestern Electri- 
cal association, is in New York attend- 
ing the convention of the National Elec- 
tric Light asnociation.

Game sit a Brooklyn Park. 


Thsre were nine stiff jointed China- 


men in New York the other morning. 
They tried to play a game of baseball 
with the "Colored New Yorks" at 
Washington park, Brooklyn, the other 
afternoon ia the presence of a"bont 1,200 
spectators. Many Chinatown, Bowery 
and east side celebrities occupied seats 
in the grand stand, including "Chnck" 
Connors. When the struggle "was half 
over and the Mongolians were hopeless- 
ly in the rear "Chuck" arose from his 
chair, yawned, and growled: 


"Aw, fergetitl" 
While the Chinese experts showed 


tfcat they had learned tbe principles of 
the national pastime, they demonstrated 
a total inability to get in the way of 
gronnders^iiid to make proper throws. 
If an accurate tcore could have been 
kept, probably a hundred errors would 
have been charged against them. A soft 
ball was used and the pitcher of the 
colored nine tossed in old fashioned 
"dewdrops," which were met with 
some degree of skill but no force. 


The Chinese pitcher, Lang Wang, 


had great difficulty in getting the ball 
up to tha batsmen. He employed aa 
"old 
rnaid" delivery and fell all over 


himself whenever the ball was returned 
to him by the catcher, whose name on 
the score card was Chin On, but who 
was in reality a local player of consid- 
erable ability. He looked like a China- 
man at a distance; but when Umpire 
Bntler called him outnpon one occasion 
he appeared in bis true colors with the 
retort: 


"Ah, dig der dust ont o' yer blinks 


and don't do us dirt. Ses'" 


In the third inning the colored men 


rolled tip 13 runs. Ha Ling, Wung 
Wan and Chin Hong, the outfielders, 
chased the ball until their eyes were 
bulging and their tongnes were hang- 
ing out. 
After the seventh inning the 


colored men hurried tbe game to a fin- 
ish. A Chinese band made a noise before 
the game and then sat silently on the 
bench. Both teams wore regulation uni- 
forms. "The score was 33 to 11 in fa- 
vor of the other fellows," said the man- 
ager of the "Chinks" to his men.

WEATHER FROGS. 


Small Ijivl»R Barometer* "Which Are 


Imported From G«vnuuny. 


Attached to a glass sided box seen in a 


bird store window was a placard mark- 
ed "Weather Frogs." Within the box, 
perched on two long wooden roda, plac- 
ed lengthwise of it and nearer the top 
than the bottom, like the higher perches 
in a birdcage, were a number of the 
weather frogs themselves. 
Some jnst 


then were brown, and one waa green. 
They were little tree frogs of a kind 
found through Europe, those in tbe 
window having been imported from 
Germany. 


When full grown, these tiny tree 


frogs may be little more than an inch 
in length. They take the color of what- 
ever object they may be resting on— 
brown for wood, green if on a leaf; 
placed in a blue glass jar they will be- 
come blue. They may be heard but not 
seen, so closely in color do they resem- 
ble whatever they may have perched up- 
on. They are called weather frogs be- 
cause at the approach' of rainy or 
changeable weather they jump into the 
water, at the approach of clear weather 
they come out again. 


In captivity the weather frog is kept 


in a glass jar or globe, which is cover- 
ed at the top with a wire screen. Wa- 
ter is put in tbe bottom of the jar, and 
at a convenient height is placed some- 
thing for the little frog to jump up on. 
The weather frog in captivity is fed on 
flies in summer jand in winter on meal 
worms. Its food must be alive. Weath- 
er frogs cell here at retail for 20 cents 
apiece. Considerable numbers of them 
are brought to this country.— Now 
York San. 
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Bees reared in me spring ana summer 


are shorter lived than those reared later 
in the season.

about 10 or 20 days after white clover 
comes into bloom. 


Bees will enter a cool hive much more 


readily than one which had been baked in 
the hot sun all day. 


Honey properly kept will Improve with 


age. The older it is the better it will be, 
but it must be kept dry. 


All bees should be examined now and 


the hives thoroughly cleaned. No trash 
of any kind should be left on the bottom 
boards.—St. Louis Republic.

GAME FISH EXPERIMENTS. 


Attempt to 'Cross tlic- Onunrmlclie 


'With Salmon Front tjie Sea. 


A remarkable experiment is now pro- 


ceeding at tbe government fish hatch- 
ery at Tad.ousac, Que., at the mouth of 
the Saguenay. It has been observed 
that the famous ouananiche or fresh 
water salmon caught in large numbers 
in Lake St. John and its tributary wa- 
ters, though quite a's gamy as the salmon 
from the sea, are seldom more than 
about eight pounds in weight. Accord- 
ingly it has been decided to cross the 
ouananiche with the salmon, and for 
this purpose 80,000 salmon eggs have 
been impregnated with the milt of the 
onananiche and tbe fertilization of the 
ova is understood to have been success- 
fully accomplished. The young fish are 
to be liberated in Lake St. John waters, 
and are expected to become larger speci- 
mens than the onananiche now taken 
in the lake. It is uncertain whether or 
not there will be any natural increase 
from these fish for some naturalists con- 
tend that mules, or hybrids, do not 
breed, and never occur naturally. In 
that case the new fish will have to be 
psrpetuated by constant additions of 
the peculiar product of the hatchery. 


It was at one time proposed to 


achieve the object now aimed at by 
crossing the onananiche with the land- 
locked salmon of the Sebago lakes. This 
idea was abandoned because it was 
feared that the product would partake 
of the less game qualities of the Maine 
fish, which are rarely surface feeders 
and usually taken upon a troll, while 
the smaller bnt more gamy ouananiche 
take tbe fly and resist capture much in 
the same way as the Atlantic salmon. 
—New York Sun.

It Is most difficult to place much be- 


lief in the theory that the white men 
of thes outh are opposed to their black 
neighbors simply because they are 
black. It may be wondered if it's in hu- 
man nature to despise or oppress a man 
lor no other reason than that he is 
black. Is it not impossible for man to 
hate that: which has never done him 
harm? A black skin hurts no^one, not 
even the man who -nas born with it, 
and ihero is nothing in it to be hated, 
nothing about it to cause a 
white 


skinned man to oppress the being that 
it envelops. The people of the north 
cannot differ in instinct from the people 
of the south. They are of the same 
great family and their kinship reaches 
too far back into the centuries to allow 
of great divergence in instinct in a pe- 
riod of less than half a century.

standard, thereby alienating the large 
section of the republican party in the 
middle and far western states, which be- 
lieves sincerely in bimetallibm, while 
rejecting the particular ratio of 16 to 
1, the democratic national convention, 
meeting afterward, would be powerfully 
tempted to renounce that particular 
ratio and pledge itself to the enforce- 
ment of bimetallism upon any ratio as 
to which the leading commercial na- 
tions might be induced to agree. There 
is no doubt that a majority of the vot- 
ers of this country are, at present, op- 
posed 10 the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, but" it is equally 
probable that a majority of the voters 
are in favor of bimetallism, if a reason- 
able relation between the- two metals 
can be established. 
It is 
doubtful 


whether the question of expansion will 
figure at all in next year's campaign. 
It assuredly will not if, within a twelve 
month, the Filipinos show themselves 
entirely contended with a regime which, 
while based on the assumption that 
their country belongs to the United 
States shall concede to.them the largest 
measure of self-government 
whereof 


they are capable. There remains, of 
course, the currency question, as to 
which it is probable that the republi- 
can and democratic parties will take 
opposite sides. If the vie^s of Secre- 
tary Gage are embodied in la.v by the 
political organization of timch he is o. 
member, greenbacks, once redeemed in 
gold, will not lie reissua.blo_ except in 
return for gold. The moment, there- 
fore, that the yellow metal should bo 
at a premium, the green baclcs already 
redeemed would remain in th'e treasury, 
and the circulating medium of the 
country would be to that extent de- 
pleted. We need not say that such a 
depletion of the currency, and the re- 
sultant contraction of nominal values, 
would be deprecated by the democrats 
almost as much, as by the populists, 
both of which parties insist that our 
circulating medium is already inade- 
quate to the needs of industry 
and 


trade. We see, then, that, before wo 
could speak with absolute confidence 
about the democratic platform and the 
choice of a democratic nominee, much 
less concerning the outcome of 
the 


election to be held in November, 1900, 
we should need to know the purport of 
the republican platform. 
Assuming, 


however, for the sake of the argument, 
that the republicans do all that their 
enemies desire, or, in other words, that 
they declare explicitly, or by implica- 
tion, in favor of a single gold standard; 
that they denounce an income tax; are 
silent with regard to trusts, and oppose 
the reissuance of greenbacks except for 
gold, \ve cannot- but recognize that a 
great opportunity will be offered to the 
democracy. Will the opportunity be 
turned to account? The answer to that 
question depends, first, upon the plat- 
form adopted, and, secondly, upon the 
candidate 
put 
forward.—Collier's

management; and the greatest diffi- 
culty in the way of the accomplish- 
ment of this at the present time arises 
from the power possessed 
by - large 


shippers to make or mar the pros- 
perity of railway lines, through the 
division of their traffic and through 
the unscrupulous use'of .this'power, in 
order to obtain illegitimate concessions 
and unreasonable advantages in the 
shipment of their .goods. Every 'trust 
which is organized increases this diffi- 
culty by enlarging 
the volume of 


traffic controllable by a single author- 
ity. It has become a frequentstatement 
that the trusts have* the railroads by 
the throat; and neither the fac|t nor its 
importance can be denied. Yet even 
this difficulty may in time be sur- 
mounted. It might be accomplished by 
legalizing that class of contracts be- 
tween carriers which assures to each 
a reasonable share 
of 
competitive 


traffic or of the-earnings tjierefrom; 
in other words, by authorizing pool- 
ing contracts, which would put 
the 


carriers on an equality with the trusts, 
so far as such '.organisations might 
be established applicable to traffic in 
dispute. Moreover, there is -a tendency 
in the opposite direction to that last 
above noted, which should not 
be

EVIDENCE OF AN OLD FIGHT, 


Two Cannon Balls Found While Excav- 


ating for Beer & Dowlin Building, 


A discovery of considerable Interest 


was made this morning: by workmen 
who are excavating on Summit avenue 
for a new building to be built by Beer 
& Dowlin. H. S. Smith, who 
has 


charge of the work, found imbedded 
in the soil 10 feet below the surface, a 
cannon ball weighing: 15 pounds and 
six inches in diameter. It was in un- 
disturbed soil. 


Not much was thought of this until 


a short time afterwards, another can- 
non ball, smaller than the first, was 
found at a little distance at a depth of 
about five feet. The diameter of this 
was about four inches. 


The fact that the two balls were of 


different size made it seem probable 
that they had not come- there from any 
accident or exhibition pile that might 
ever have been there, as well as the 
fact that they were found in such deep 
soil which was entirely uudisturb 1. 
The place where they lay is in, direct 
range with the Harrison Hat, and it 
was the opinion of those- who saw thj 
place that the balls must be relics from 
some old fight in the Revolution or 
Indian wars, and that-a couple oi~ can- 
non must have been used from the. 
flats. There is no ileiin'te record of any 
such fight, however, and Mie finding of 
the balls excited much speculation. 


It is probable that the attention of 


some interested in tho matter will be 
turned towards studying up old rec- 
ords to see if any mention c-ir. be 
found of any campai;a in which the 
cannon could have been used.

Turni Up In Madrid. 


After a peculiar and varied cruise, 


leading from Key West, through Cuba 
and on across the Atlantic to the shores 
of sunny Spain and extending over a 
period of many months, an old cedar 
chest containing the uniforms and 
equipments of an officer of the United 
States army is en route to America and 
will soon be in the possession of the 
army man in question. The ofiicer is at 
present stationed in Washington and 
long ago was compelled to make an 
outlay of several hundred dollars to lie- 
place the blue cloth, gilt ornaments 
and paraphernalia he had given up for 
lost. The story of the loss and recovery 
ia an interesting one and is just now 
going the rounds of the army and navy 
men in the capital. 


The officer was ordered to Cuba with 


one cf the later expeditions dispatched 
to the island. The Spaniards were yet 
in control. He packed his cedar chest 
and saw it vanish into the hold of the 
transport Olivette. The officer soon 
found himself upon the fighting shore, 
bnt he could not find the chest any- 
where. There was not much time for 
fooling, however, and the valuable out- 
fit was given but little attention. The 
Olivette returned to the states, and still 
there was nothing to be seen of the 
chest or its contents. About this time 
the steamer sank to the bottom, with 
nut little warning, while peacefully 
lying at anchor in a southern harbor. 
News of the disaster reached the cap- 
tain's ears, and he sighed as he thought 
of some gay shark, all togged otit in his 
brass buttons and glittering gold lace, 
flirting about with the maidens of the 
deep.

Should they be compelled to 
take a bath before being fed? Is it de- 
sirable to have a uniform method oj 
treatment? Would you kindly relate 
your experience In dealing: wi*h this 
question in your town?

STRIDE TOWARD PEACE 


Principle of Permanent Arbitration 
Tribunal Meets With Endorsement, 


Winning Card Played by 


Sir Julian Pauncefote. 


Important Meetings of Peace Conference Com- 


mittees at The Hague. 


The Ha.gue. May 27.—Peace prospects 


touched high water mark 
yesterday 


when the conference found itself face to 
face with arbitration in a practicable 
a;id acceptable form and as a permanent 
international achievement. This honor 
IB mainly due to Sir Julian Pauncefote. 
When ttie members of the arbitration 
section had finished reading the Russian 
proposals on this subject, Sir Julian ex- 
pressed his complete approval of them, 
but said it would be a great pity if the 
conference failed to embody the prin- 
ciple of arbitration in, some permanent 
shape. 


The arbitration committee met under 


the presidency of the chief of the French 
delegation, Leon Bourgeois, who was 
flanked by the honorary presidents of the 
committee, Sir Julian Pauncefote, chief 
of the British delegation, and Count 
Nigra, chief of the Italian delegation. 
M. Bourgeois presented the questions 
of mediation and arbitration, and sug- 
gested a program the committee might 
follow, urging recourse to all pacific 
means to settle international questions 
before a recourse to war. He submitted 
a long list of possible subjects of dis- 
pute which might arise between nations 
and yet might find solution in arbitra- 
tion, 
closing with the more 
difficult 


problems. He then presented a scheme 
already introduced to the full confer- 
ence by a Russian delegate, a scheme 
consisting of 40 articles. 
The state- 


ment of M. Bourgeois was clear and 
concise, commanding the closest at- 
tention. 


Sir Julian Pauncefote proposed that 


the committee should immediately pro- 
ceed, bfore all else, to consider the ques- 
tion of a permanent tribunal of arbitra- 
tion. 
"I now beg to propose," said 


he, "the formal establishment of a per- 
manent arbitration tribunal, empowered 
to deal with all matters in dispute ca- 
pable of reference to the judgment of an 
umpire. I do not Intend to trouble you 
•with details as to its mechanism today, 
nor until you accept the principle of 
my proposal. 
Therefore, I ask you to 


accept the principle now."

mittae. 


M. Bourgeois observed that the com- 


mittee, by not opposing it, gave ad- 
hesion to the principle favoring a peace- 
ful solution of international questions 
before a recourse to arms. 


Recognizing that the committee WPS 


too large to consider the Russian pro- 
posals, M. Bourgeois appointed a sub- 
comn.it'fe. giving a representation to 
all the great powers, as well as to Hol- 
land, Belgium and Switzerland. 


The various committees have settled 


down to work, and the delegates have 
begun a formal exchange of views. 
It 


was decided yesterday co appoint com- 
mittees to receive all suggestions, pro- 
posals and petitions emanating from 
outsiders; but, so far as is yet ascer- 
tainable, these will be pigeon-holed 
without consideration unless they come 
within the perview of the questions 
enumerated in the circular of Count 
Muravieff, the Russian minister of for- 
eign affairs, in outlining the subjects 
for consideration.

The disarmament committee met yes- 


terday, and M. Bernaert, chief of the 
Belgian delegation, who presided, set 
forth the points submitted for con- 
sideration.

hour for adjournment. 


The Americans, it is believed, are 


elaborating an organic statute for the 
erection of a permanent tribunal, which 
tvill probably be laid before the con- 
ference, and be supported by the Brit- 
ish delegates when the principle em- 
bodied In Sir Julian's resolution is ac- 
cepted. 


Great, importance i> attached to the 


meetings held yesterday, and to the 
unanimous acceptance of the genera!

The recall of the minister of the 


Netherlands at St. Petersburg, Dr. 
Btoetwegen, is one of the incidents of the 
conference. It is due to a newspaper 
letter charging Great Britain with pre? 
venting the Transvaal from sending rep- 
resentatives to the conference. Prob- 
ably, however, it will not affect the 
cordial spirit of the delegates. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, May 27.—The committee on 


liquor law of the legislature gave a hear- 
ing yesterday on a bill by W. H. I. Hayes 
of Lowell to declare that the publishers 
of a newspaper which prints liquor ad- 
vertisements and whose newspaper is 
circulated in no-license towns shall not 
be guilty of soliciting for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. The committee was 
not all present, but the members present 
voted to report "ough.t not to pass" on 
the bill. There will be some dissenting. 


Governor Wolcott signed the bill which 


was re-enacted in the senate the other 
day, prohibiting reappointnients to the 
state board of pharmacy. This bill 
limits the term of the board'fe members 
to five years, and was strongly opposed 
by the governor when first sent to him. 


The governor gave a hearing on the 


Boston board of apportionment bill, and 
received a delegation from the legisla- 
ture, who called to see him relative to 
the makeup of the new cattle commis- 
sion. He signed the Middlesex court 
officer bill. 


After a, long debate, the house ordered 


the Gape Cod canal bill, for incorporation 
of the Boston and New York Canal com- 
pany, to engrossment. This puts the 'bill 
through' both branches, except for the 
merely formal enactment stage. 


The bills for the building of a Cape Cod 


canal by convict labor was taken from 
the table and referred to the next general 
court, as was the Bags river canal bill. 
. The house refused to accept the report 
of the conference on the bill for the in- 
spection of gas and ga-s meters, recom- 
mending that the house recede from its 
refusal to concur in the senate, and a 
new committee of conference was ap- 
pointed. 


The Dumond summer liquor license 


bill was passed to be engrossed. The bill 
to make soldiers and .sailors of the war 
with Spain, who enlisted on or after Feb. 
4, 1898, and prior to the declaration of 
war with Spain, eligible to the bounty 
jaw of 1S98 was engrossed. 


The senate spent a long time on the 


resolve in aid of the Carney hospital, 
which aroused much opposition. But the 
senate refused to reject it.

Won't Save Kennedy. 


"Washington, May 27.—Governor Roose- 


velt of New York has transmitted to the 
state department a response to the com- 
munication of the British foreign office 
giving a confession by Richard T. Nichol- 
son, now in a London prison, claiming 
that he killed "Dollie" Reynolds, for 
whose death Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy is 
now under sentence of death by electro- 
cution. The governor submits with ap- 
proval a letter from the district attorney 
of New York city. Colonel Gardiner, 
analyzing the confession and showing 
its inconsistency and untruthfulness. 
The New York authorities make no re- 
quest for the extradition of Nicholson. 
The effect of this action is to dismiss the 
Nicholson confession as a. means of post- 
poning the electrocution of Kennedy. 


Palma and Cuban Finances. 


New York, May 27.—T. E. Palma of the 


Cuban junta yesterday gave out a state- 
ment in answer to the request of the 
Cuban-American league for an explana- 
tion of the disposition of money sub- 
scribed for the Cuban fund during the 
struggle for liberty. Mr. Palma said 
that the whole amount received from 
voluntary contributions, sales of bonds 
and the taxes levied on property in the 
island was about $1,513,000. The con- 
tributions from the United States from 
Jan. 30, 1895, to Jan. 30, 1899, amounted 
to $505,000. He said the whole amount 
\vas expended in assisting the cause of 
Cuban independence, with the excep- 
tion of a small balance, which is to be 
applied to the repatriation of indigent 
Cubans and in "executing other instruc- 
tions of the assembly." 


Two Hundred Houses Burned. 


New York, May 27.—A big blaze de- 


stroyed 200 houses at Coney Island yes- 
terday. 
As a result, property of the 


value, according to the highest esti- 
mates, of nearly 51,000,000 was destroyed, 
20 acres in the heart of the summer re- 
sort section, the district known ag "the 
Bowery," being reduced to ashes. The 
buildings burned ranged in size and im- 
portance from a wabbly bathing "pa- 
vilion" to 
the 
handsome five-story 


Hygeia hotel, and included theatres, 
concert halls, dancing pavilions, stores 
of various kinds, restaurants and hotels 
of every grade. 
The fire made shelter- 


less for a time a "native" and transent 
population of about 3500, including 500 
men and women classed as comedians 
and soubrettes, employed in the district, 
and silenced no less than 100 pianos. 


Won't Aid Public Enemy. 


Boston, May 27.—Charles J. Bonaparte 


of Baltimore, who recently was elected 
a vice president of the Anti-Imperial- 
ist league of this city, has written a letter 
to the organization declining to accept 
the proffered distinction on the ground 
that while he does not e«ree with the 
President of the United Strftes in his 
Philippine policy, as he understands it. 
as the country is at war with Aguinaldo 
and his followers he is "unwilling to take 
any part in an agitation which may have 
some tendency to cause a public enemy 
to persist in armed resistance, or maybe 
at least plausibly rtprwMnt*^ a» 
this tendency." 


Newlon Merchants Swindled. 


Newton, Mass., May 27.—During the 


past few days, Newton business men 
have been made a victim of a clever 
| confidence game. 
A bogus check is 


enclosed in an envelope, with a note 
addressed to a prominent storekeeper. 
The note purports to be from one of his 
regular customers, and is a polite re- 
quest to cash the check, it being after 
banking hours. 
The checks vary in 


denomination from $10 to $25 and are 
always presented by a small boy whom 
the operator sends. 
The business man 


generally complies with the request and 
encloses the money in the envelope. 
This is returned to the boy, who im- 
mediately disappears. 
When the check 


is presented at the bank it is found-to 
be worthless.

It appears 
that Fontneau has been addicted to the 
habit of intoxication, and that on sev- 
eral occasions he has threatened to shoot 
his wife. Mrs. Fontneau was uncon- 
scious when the neighbors found her, but 
later she'recovered sufficiently to state 
that her injuries was caused by her hus- 
band. Mrs, Fontneau is W-bout-25 years 
old. 
Her husband is about the same age. 


They had been married about four years. 
Mrs. Fontneau has two bullets in her 
brain. One plugs an artery in her head. 
Should this become dislodged a hem- 
morrhage would follow, with fatal re- 
sult. 


PREMIES OKISPL 


The Italian rout in Erythrea refers to 


the defeat of the Italian army, corn- 
forces in Erythrea, of fleeing- and leav- 
the Italian east African 
colony, in 


March, 1896. The exact number of men 
killed and made prisoners on that oc- 
casion has not been made public, but 
the Italian war office officials, during the 
exciting scenes in the chamber 
of 


deputies, which followed Italy's re- 
verses, admitted that about 12,000 native 
Italian troops were engaged, in ad- 
dition to some 7000 auxiliaries, and that 
about 150 officers and 5000 men were 
killed by the forces of Menelik of Abys- 
sinnia. 
In addition, it is known that a 


large number of Italians were made 
prisoners. 


Some reports at that time had it that 


the Italians lost about 10,000 men in 
killed and wounded, in addition to los- 
ing 75 pieces of artillery arid their am- 
munition and wagon trains. 


General Baratieri, who commanded 


the Italian troops at Adowa, a former 
governor of Erythrea, was tried by 
court-martial and acquitted 
of the 


charges of having attacked the Abys- 
sinians from inexcusable motives, under 
circumstances rendering defeat inevi- 
table, and of having abandoned the 
chief command of the troops from 12:30 
on March 1 until 9 o'clock on March 3. 


Signer Crispi was premier at the time 


of this disaster to the Italian arms, and 
a great deal of odium fell upon him. 


His resignation 
was accepted on 


March 24, 1898, after a commutes of the 
chamber of deputies had reported rec- 
ommending "political censure" for his 
connection with the Bank of Naples 
scandals during his premiership.

COLD MACARONI. 


There is no more useful food than 


macaroni, and it need never be thrown 
away, as it can be utilized in many ways. 
"When the meal is over, the best plan is 
to- free it from the sauce or other dress- 
ing in which it has been served; if a 
cream or other sauce, put it in a colander 
and pour cold water over it, stirring un- 
til the sauce has been washed off; if a 
plain dressing of butter, use boiling 
•n'ater. "When the water runs off it entire- 
ly clear, put it in a bowl, cover it with 
fresh, cold water, and set it away in a 
coo! place until needed; it set away 
without the covering of water, it would 
quickly become dry and unfit for use. II 
a soup is to be served, cut into inch 
lengths, heat it in a steamer, or in a 
little of the stock (so as to keep the soup 
auite clear, and add it to the soup tu- 
reen the last thing before serving. 


HINTS FOB THREE MEALS.' 


MACARONI

QUETTES 


Take one cupful of cold boiled maca- 


roni, one-half a cupful of finely chopped 
toiled hatn, one-quarter of a teaspoonf ul 
of salt, the same of paprika, one-half of 
1 teaspoonful of onion juice, and one 
teaspoonful chopped parsley. To one- 
half of a cupful of scalded milk add one 
heaping teaspoonful of butter and one 
tablespoonful of flour rubbed togegther 
to a paste, and stir together over the fire 
until thick. Add the other ingredients, 
Btir for one minute longer and set away 
until cold. Form into croquettes, dip 
Into slightly-beaten egg, roll in dry 
bread-crumbs and fry in smoking hot 
fat. 


BREAD JUNKET. 


Crumb between the hands sufficient 


etale bread to fill molds or cups half full, 
mixing through afe\v dried currants. 


Make one pint of plain junket, color any 


delicate shade, and as soon as the dis- 
solved rennet tablet, is added to the milk, 
pour slowly over the bread. Stand in a 
warm place to set as usual. Serve with 
sweetened cream or whipped cream 
colored as the junket. This recipe may 
be used in various pleasing combina- 
tions by using cake which has become 
too dry for the table, in place of the stale 
bread. 


RAISED DOUGHNUTS. 


Take half a pint of milk, one-quarter 


Of a cup of sugar, a little salt and a 
quarter of a yeast cake. Mix with flour 
as stiff as common doughnut dough 
and set in a warm place over night. In 
the morning roll one-fourth of an inch 
thick, cut and fry in hot lard. It is not 
necpssary to raise them any after cut- 
ting them out. They are very nice with 
hot syrup. 


TOMATO TRIPE. 


Take two pounds of dressed and boiled 


iripe; cut into small strips, two inches 
long, and put into a saucepan. Parboil 
e.nd drain off the first water; chop a 
small onfon fine and l^t all stew twenty 
minutes; add half a cupful of thicken- 
ing and then stir in half a can of to- 
matoes; season with salt and pepper. 


SCALLOPED TOMATOES. 


Skin and slice the tomaxoes and ar- 


range in a pudding dish with alternate 
layers of cracker crumbs. Season highly 
and dot each layer liberally with bits of 
butter. Shavings of dried beef may be 
used between each layer. Pour a pint 
of sweet cream over all and bake one 
hour.

One-half can tomatoes; 
cook until 


soft and then strain. Take two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and two even tea- 
spoonfuls of corn starch, put into a 
double boiler and stir until well cooked. 
Scald one pint of milk, into which put a 
pinch of soda, and pour over the tonm- 
toes. Stir until well mixed. 


POT ROAST. 


Place in a kettle five or six pounds of 


shin bone, first selecting a bone with con- 
siderable meat on it; cover with water, 
place over a moderate fire, and cook 
slowly until the meat is tender. Re- 
move the meat and let the liquor cook 
until the quantity is reduced to a pint 
or less; thicken with flour well browned, 
pour over meat and serve hot. 


JELLY PUDDING. 


Beat four eggs separately; two cup- 


fuls of sugar, one of butter, one of sweet 
cream, one of acid fruit jelly, two table- 
spoonfuls of vanilla. Beat the yolks 
thoroughly, cream the butter, mix but- 
ter, sugar and yolks together, then add 
jelly, and lastly the "well frothed whites 
and the seasoning-. Bake with an under 
crust. This quantity will make two very 
large puddings, and will be found deli- 
cious. It should be perfectly cold be- 
fore being served. 


MOCK APPLE PIE. 


One large cracker pounded^add a small 


cup of •« at-er; add the juice of one lemon, 
and a small cupful of sugar. Bake with 
two crusts. 


VEAL LOAF. 


Take three and a half pounds of veal 


and half a pound of salt pork. Chop the 
veal and pork fine. Pound six crackers 
fine, two eggs beaten, one-half cup of 
butter, a teaapoonful of pepper, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of poultry 
dressing. Mix all together thoroughly, 
using a liitle water if too dry. Put into a 
breadpan, cover with bits of butter and 
dredge with flour. Bake slowly for two 
hours. When cold slice as you would 
meat. This will keep for some time. 


DATE PIE. 


Beat the yolks of three eggs and one 


cup of sugar together thoroughly; one 
cupful of dates, stoned and chopped, one 
cupful of sweet cream, and a teaspoon- 
ful of butter; flavor with nutmeg. After 
chopping the dates, lay them around on 
the bottom crust and then pour over 
them the eggs, sugar and cream. Add 
the nutmeg and the butter in Itttle bits. 
Cover with crust and bake. Beat the 
whites of the eggs, sweeten with po\v- 
dered sugar and frost the pie. 


FANCY CREAM CAKE. 


Beat three eggs, whites and yolks sep- 


arately; add to the beaten yolks one 
cup of sugar, t\\o tablespoonfuls of cold 
water, one and a half cups of flour, into 
which has been snfted half a teaspoon- 
ful of crearn tartar. The last thing, add 
the well-beaten whites. Bake in tv,-o 
tins. 


THE CREAM. 


Put one pint of milk in double boiler, 


add one cup of sugar, U\ o tablespoonf ula 
corn starch vet in a little cold water. 
When thickened, add half a cup of but- 
ter, and fla\or with lemon. 


LAYER CAKE. 


One ar.d one-half cups of sugar, two- 


thirds of a cupr of butter, the whites of 
six eg'gs, one cup of svieet milk, two and 
a half cups of pastry flour, two table- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, flavor with 
lemon, put two-third of the mixture into 
two jelly tins. To the1 rest add two table- 
spoonfuls of molasses, one-half cup of 
raisins, seeded, three- figs, chopped, one 
teaspoonful 
cinnamon, one-half tea- 


ppoonful allspice, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour. Pake. "When ,cool put together 
with jeily, having the dark layer in the 
center.

Only at White Posts. 


The following from the Springfield 


Republican is equaljy applicable from 
a number of recent occurrences in this 
city, especially on the paved streets 
and River street. 


Our special seer and general all- 


round prophet, having recently been 
run down by a bicyclist, states as illus- 
trative of what the bicyclist is to de- 
mand, that the Daily Ding-Dong, the 
bicyclists' national Organ of the future, 
will print on May 21, 1915, the following 
law, just passed, defining the rights of 
bicyclists on the -public highways. He 
reports that editorially the Ding-Dong 
will complain bitterly that the nghts of 
the bicyclists are being badly disre- 
garded in the law. The bill: 


An act to regulate the abuse of the 


public highways by pedestrians, so 
called. 


Be it enacted that: 
All pedestrians, so called, of any age 


whatsoever, shall be provided with a 
suitable bell and with a lantern of not 
less than 32-candle power for use at 
night, and equipped with blinders of 
sufficient size to prevent shying at bi- 
cyclists. 


On or before the 1st of May every 


year, he or she shall be licensed and 
registered and shall, be provided by the 
cits' or town clerk in the place where he 
or she resides, with a proper tag, bear- 
ing his or her name and number, for 
use for prompt identification when run 
down by wheelmen; the same to be 
fastened in a plain and conspicuous 
place about the neck. 


Every town and city shall provide on 


its highways white'poles at a distance 
of not less than a quarter of a mile 
apart, where pedestrians may at stat- 
ed intervals, of not less than 15 minutes, 
be allowed to cross the road. Provided, 
that each pedestrian shall ring his bell 
sufficiently before stepping into the 
public road. Provided, also, that noth- 
ing in this section shall be construed as 
permitting from any pedestrian knocked 
down by a bicyclist, any hacking, but- 
ting, hitting, scratching, loud speaking, 
blaming, censuring, or in any way dis- 
figuring the person or feelings of said 
bicyclist 


No male or female minor pedestrian 


shall be allowed upon a public high- 
way without a competent guardian. 


Any pedestrian apprehended lettering 


upon the public highways shall be sub- 
jected to immediate and summary ar- 
rest 


The violation of any provision of this 


act shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $25, or imprisonment of not 
less than three months, or both.

RETURNED HOME TO DIE. 


Well Known Eng'naer, Who Ran Prince 


of Wales Train, 


"William. E. Granger, SO, for many 


years in the employ of the Boston and 
Albany railroad, well known among 
railroad men and prominent masons in 
western Massachusetts, died yesterday 
afternoon at his home in Springfield. 
Mr. Granger had been ill with cancer, 
and about four months ago came to the 
sanitarium in this city, but failing to 
improve, returned to his home two days 
ago. 


Mr. Granger \\as a well known and 


prominent mason, and in 1STS was elect- 
ed generajissimp of Springfield com- 
mandery, Knights Templar, and in that 
position served two years. 


His entire life almost had been de- 


vloted. to railroading. In early July, 
1841/, he began his life as a locomotive 
engineer, running four days west and 
two days east to learn the Boston and 
Albany road. For twenty-one years, 
until 1868, Mr. Granger was one of the 
most eliable engineers on the line. In 
such high esteem was he held by the 
officials that he was the lucky man to 
be selected to run the special train car- 
rying the Prince of Wales from Albany 
to Worcester, on his way to Boston, and 
much praise was accorded him for the 
easiness and steadiness with which he 
controlled his charge. 


An Exciting Bear Fight. 


Freeman Odell, a noted bear hunter 


in Hadley, N. Y , a few miles south of 
Bennington, aas just killed his 105th 
bear under somewhat exciting circum- 
stances. He came across an animal on 
West mountain, and after wounding it 
once, had a hand to hand encounter 
and finally dispatched him by a shot 
from his revolver, which entered the 
brain.
